The whole county, except a very few 
precincts, took a deep interest in the 
election. 
The vote was

In East Liverpool the greatest inter­ 
e st centered in the county clerkship 
fight, with Jam es N. Hanley, the popu­ 
lar city clerk, contesting for the honor 
against Sherman Atchison, of Salem. 
Both gentlemen are well known in 
politics and 
both have 
a 
host 
of 
friends. The early returns came from 
the northern end of the county and 
w ere of course in Atchison’s 
favor. 
B ut when Hanley’s friends heard from 
different wards and precincts of this 
city and other points in the neighbor­ 
hood they smiled with satisfaction and 
appeared content. 
As the tabulated 
returns show, they had not the slight­ 
est ground Tor uneasiness. 
The high­ 
est vote given Mr. Atchison in 
any 
precinct of this 
city 
was 
19 
and 
the lowest I. 
Hanley’s plurality was 
the largest of that of any man on the 
county ticket. 
In Salem Mr. Atchi­ 
son’s popularity was attested by the 
fact that he received all but 71 votes 
#out of a very large total. 
The recordership 
contest 
perhaps 
furnished the greatest*surprise. While 
many shrewd political observers 
ex­ 
pected Charles A. White, of Saline­ 
ville, to win, probably no one experted 
that he would win by such a large ma­ 
jority.

W. D. Turner, of Salem—a gentleman

Boyd, the E ast Liverpool candidate 
made an excellent run, and so did 
Kannal, of Unity, but Cam es' wide ac- 
quaintance and his strong home sup 
port carried the day for him. 
County returns were rather slow in 
coming in. and those from Liverpool 
township were particularly slow. This 
was due to the 
surprisingly 
large 
vote in this city—in excess of 3,000— 
and to' the fact that the counting of 
the county ticket was not attempted 
until after that of the city ticket had 
been completed.

The J. B. Owens Art Plant 
Zanesville Completely 
Destroyed.

LOSS WILL SE $250,000 


Insurance on the Plant Was Low And 
Owners Were Arranging 
an 
In­ 
crease— W. J. Owen, Formerly of 
This City, the Manager. 


Zanesville, March 
3.—The J. 
B. 
Owens mammoth art pottery plant was 
burned to the ground yesterday, 
the 
building and contents being totally de­ 
stroyed. The 
loss is $250,000, 
with 
$140.000>insurance. 
J. W. Bell, agent, 
had just been trying to get the insur­ 
ance on the plant, which w’as low, in­ 
creased to $175,000, and that amount 
had been ordered, but had not been ar­ 
ranged for. 
W. J. Owen, formerly of E ast Liver­ 
pool, is manager of the plant. 
The fire started in the engine room 
and spread with great rapidity, the ex­ 
plosion of chemicals m aterially help­ 
ing to scatter the conflagration. 
The 
fire departm ent 
was 
powerless be­ 
cause of the lack of wa,tor pressure. I 
The m anufactured stock on hand had 
just been invoiced at $136,000 prepara­ 
tory 
to 
an 
additional 
insur­ 
ance. which, however, had 
not 
yet 
been written. Four hundred persons 
were thrown out of employment, but 
the plant will be immediately rebuilt. 
No sooner had the firemen returned 
from the Owens fire than they were 
called to the 
Kearns-Gorsuch 
glass 
works, in the heart of the city, the 
warehouse of which 
had 
evidently 
been flVed by an Incendiary. The ware-

Cars Stopped and Factor­ 
ies Shut Down. 


THE 
LOSS 
WILL BE GREAT 


A Large Share Falling On Work­ 
men Who Are Forced 
to,Be Idle* 


HIGHEST STAGE OF T H E W A TER 


Was 41 Feet And IO Inches, Surpass­ 
ing the 1898 Flood—People at the 
West End And on Lowlands Had 
to Move—River Slowly Falling. 


The Ohio river at this city yester­ 
day morning reached a stage of 
41 
feet and IO inches. 
From 6 o’clock 
yesterday morning until noon today, 
there was only a fall of 6 feet, Buffi 
d e n t to allow the lower floors of pot- 
terles to be cleaned and the cleaning 
of the street ta r tracks. 
Manager Healy said 
this morning 
that from Indications the traffic would 
be resumed on the entire street rail­ 
way line by Wednesday noon if possi­ 
ble, or Thursday morning at the lat­ 
est. 
It is thought 
the potteries will 
he able to restive operations tomor­ 
row, but this is not definitely known. 
Gars started to run to Wellsville tilts 
afternoon, 
The river Is still enormously high, 
but the worst Ir over. 
Saturday hun­ 
dreds watched the 
rise. 
Yesterday 
thousands watched the waters slowly 
receding. 
At 
6 
o'clock 
yesterday 
morning the Ohio river reached Its 
highest stage, aflter 
reaching 
above 
the 40-foot mark. 
There was more w ater In the river 
than last year, when only 39 feet was 
registered at the Broadway 
wharf. 
After reaching Its highest paint the 
stream remained stationary for sev­ 
eral hours and then began to fall. Not 
since 
the great, flood of 1884 
was 
there so much anxiety felt over the 
safety of property In the low lagids as 
there was Saturday. 
Report* received during 
the 
day 
from Pittsburg stated the river was 
still rising at headwaters, and on this 
account the unusual was looked for 
here. 
The flood reached the boilers at the 
pump station early Saturday evening, 
putting out the fires and causing the 
pumps to he shut down. Immediately 
word was sent to tho central 
fire 
station, asking the use of the fire en­ 
gine. 
This 
was taken to the foot of 
Market street, where It was kept in 
constant use all Saturday night and 
Sunday, 
pumping 
w ater 
Into 
the 
mains through a plug. The power back 
of 
this engine was not sufficient to 
force 
the w ater up the hill districts 
and much Inconvenience was caused 
persons residing there, many families 
had to carry w ater or 
go 
w ithout 
However, the best service 
possible 
was given the public by 8upt. Morley 
under th e circumstances. 
Pumps Were started 
today at the 
station. 
W ater wag kept in the res­ 
ervoir 
for 
emergency, 
' this 
being done in case fire should occur. 
Not a pottery in the city waa In 
full operation today, and it is not like­ 
ly th at all will resume tomorrow. Of 
course this will greatly depend upon 
conditions at the pumping station. This 
morning In all the river potteries, a 
large 
force of men were employed 
cleaning and 
scrubbing 
the 
floors 
which were flooded. 
If this soft mud 
should be 
allowed to remain on the 
floors after the water had receded It 
would be at least a week before work 
could be resumed In the lower parts 
of the factories. 
As the w ater falls 
this mud is washed out, thus saving 
much tim e and expense. 
It is estim ated the flood caused a 
loss of between $50,000 and $75,000 
to this city. 
This Is largely divided 
among pottery employes, m anufactur­ 
ers, the East Liverpool street railway 
company and its employes and also to 
property. 
The greatest loss to property was 
in the West End, where the entire 
Jethro hollow district 
waa 
flooded. 
Coal flats were brought into use on 
Saturday by residents of this flooded 
district, who placed their furniture 
In the flats and tying the latter near 
the shore.

P rayers are usually m ade In the fifth 
and sixth m onths, w hen the rainfall is 
alw ays due, and a lim it of ten days is 
set for their effective operation. Under 
such conditions rain usually falls dur­ 
ing the prescribed time.

prayers are in progress, the um brella, 
am ong other objects, comes under the 
ban. In some provinces foreigners have 
been mobbed for carrying this harm ­ 
less article a t th a t tim e.—New York 
Com mercial A dvertiser.

Cincinnati. March 3.—Reports from 
the upper Ohio 
valley 
last 
night 
showed the river rising from Wheel­ 
ing to Ripley and aboves the danger 
line at all interm ediate points. 
Ob­ 
server Basseller, of this city, report­ 
ed to the weather bureau at W ash­ 
ington last night as follows: 
“The Oh o river in the upper dis­ 
trict is above danger lines. 
It will 
pass the danger line at Cincinnati (50 
feet) at 9 a. rn. 
Monday. 
Timely 
warnings -have been issued through­ 
out this district. 
No avoidable loss 
should occur here.’' 
At ti o’clock last night the river 
here was 47 feet. All those along the 
river front had been 
busy 
Sunday 
moving goods in anticipation of the 
crest today. 
Most of the river men 
predict a stage of over-54 feet an i 
some expect the flood to equal that 
of last April, when it was 59.7 feet 
here. 


Wheeling District Badly Flooded. 


W heeling March 3.—Wheeling last 
night was in the grasp of the worst 
flood it has experienced since that of 
1884 
with 
but one exception.

o ’clock last evening. 43 feet 3 inches. 
In Wheeling, Bellaire, Benwood. Mar­ 
tins Ferry and Bridgeport scores of 
factories have been entered by the rag­ 
ing waters, fires extinguished and 20,- 
OOO men placed on the list of involun­ 
tary idlesness. 
Wheeling 
island 
was 
two-thir is 
covered by w ater last night and fully 
seven hundred families are occupying 
(the upper floors of their homes. Soutn 
"Wheeling and Benwood were hit fully 
as hard. Owning to the slow advance 
of the flood tide, however, the people 
rwere enab'< d to move their belongings 
and as a consequence the property 
loss is not as heavy as on former oc­ 
casions. 
Yesterday afternoon. North W heel­ 
ing boys built a fire on the river bank 
and in the debris used as fuel was 
am ong other things a partially filled 
can of nitro-glycerin, which exploded 
w ith a trem endous report. 
Three of 
the boys were seriously injured, but 
will recover. 
They are: Harry Dean, 
Charles Lytle and Ray Herbert.

glycerine was kicked around in tho 
gutter in front o f the Hotel Windsor

Water Prove Th;m From Work. 


In spite of the rapid work tho watts 
rose so rapidly for a time that the 
men were driven from their work. 
All dav long thousands of people 
watched (he flood corno up little by 
little as it spread out over its banks 
and streets and began to pour into 
the basements 
of 
large 
buildings 
Soon the waters began lapping at the 
base of the big buildings and forcing 
the people back to higher ground. 
Between the Allegheny and Monon­ 
gahela rivers there was a marked dif­ 
ference. 
The former carried on its 
bosom thousands of tons of ice from 
far ijp the stream , while the surface 
of the other 
was 
almost free of 
debris and calm as a 'fake. 
Lower Al'egheny and the Point dis­ 
trict of Pittsburg were deep in wa­ 
ter. 
To r >ach most of the bridges 
between the two cities skiffs or wag­ 
ons wer« necessary, and passenger* 
paid well for this short ride to escape 
wet feet. 


Had Calculated on Moving Goods. 
Scores of firms that 
had 'm oved 
their goods from the cellars to tho 
first floors anxiously watched tjje wa­ 
ter coming up and calculated to a 
fine point how many 
inches 
more 
would make it accessary to move up 
one story h gher. 
Most of them were 
saved from extra work by the margin 
of a few Inches, and hailed with de­ 
light the news at 7 o'clock that the 
rivers were stationary. 
No accurate estim ate of the dam­ 
age caused by the flood can be arrived 
at. 
Aside from the loss of business 
houses by cutting them off from com­ 
munication 
with 
their 
customers, 
thousands of dollars worth of prop­ 
erty 
will be damaged by the mud 
and water, the traces of which it will 
require weeks to efface. 
, 
Greater loss was escaped by the 
general preparations of the people, 
due to th-; timely warnings and the 
genera! apprehension of a flood for 
more than a week past. 


Stagnation In Mill District. 


The flood brought chaos and stag' 
nation in file vast mill district along 
the Allegheny river in Pittsburg and 
Allegheny. 
Thousands of men em­ 
ployed in the numerous plants will b ’ 
out of work, and hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars damage will be sus­ 
tained. 
The actual damage to machinery in 
the various'plants in the flooded dis­ 
trict will not be as serious as would 
naturally be supposed, and this is due 
entirely to the 
early 
warnings that 
the weather bureau sent out, which 
gave the mill owners time to prepare 
tor the worst and to protect such por. 
tions of their machinery as would*uf- 
fer from flooding. 
Another feature of the flood was 
that it came on Saturday, and, as is 
the custom of the mills of this dis­ 
trict, there is a general shutdown in 
the morning for over Saturday night 
and until Sunday evening. This prac­ 
tically lessens the effect of the tempo­ 
rary closing of the various plants, as 
they were simply following their usual 
Custom and would have closed down 
anyway.

there was danger of the house being 
carried away. 
Dr. W. J. Butler had

Riverside to attend a woman, who 
shortly afterward 
gave 
birth to a 
child. 
At Nanticoke several houses were 
swept aw a/ by the rushing waters 
and the people livfog in them had a 
narrow escape for their lives. 
The 
flooding of the boiler room 
of 
the 
power houses of the W ilkesbarre and 
Wyoming Valley 
Traction 
company 
disabled the electrify railway system 
of the whole valley. 
The Lehigh Val­ 
ley railroad was able to get a train 
through from Mauch Chunk Sunday 
afternoon. It was the first train from 
the east sinae Friday afternoon. 
The tracks of the Delaware, Lack­ 
awanna and W estern railway between 
this city and Pittston 
are 
covered 
with several feet of water. 
Several washouts are reported all 
along the line of the Central Railroad 
of 
New 
Jersey. 
It Is not known 
when this road will be able to resume 
the running of trains. 
Three feet of 
water covers the tracks of the Penn­ 
sylvania railroad at Buttonwood. 
Reports from the min >r show that 
many of tLetn were flooded, and it 
will take some days before they can 
be pumped out.

Highest In 25 Years.

The .tannery building aj Red 
Rock was carried down stream and 
took with it a section of the county 
bridge connecting

Halstead. 
All passenger trains are 
running from New York to Waverly, 
thence westward over the Lehigh Val­ 
ley road to Buffalo. 
Lehigh Valley 
live stock trains are running over tho 
Erie between Waverly and New York. 
The Erie road has a large force of 
men repairing tracks at Waverly and 
at other points. 
The Pennsylvania 
division of the Delaware and Hudson 
railroad between Scranton and Nine- 
vah is tied up by high water at vari­ 
ous points. 
Allentown, Pa., March 3.—No lives 
were lost in the flood of Friday and 
Saturday, but there were many nar­ 
row escapes from drowning and from 
being crushed under falling or float­ 
ing buildings. 
The Jersey 
Central 
double track bridge over the I^ehigh 
river and over Klines island Is so 
badly damaged that it cannot be used. 
Trains are run over the Lehigh Val­ 
ley road from Allentown to Easton.

H O R SES O F VENICE. 


Actual Coast Incroaaes the Number 
to F ifte e n . 
It is a papular joke to say that there 
are but six horses iii Venice, four over 
tho portico of St. Mark’s cathedral and 
two bronze animals of heroic size, one 
bestrode by Victor Emmanuel and the 
other by General Colleone. Hut this is 
a 
mistake. 
There are 
four other 
hoist's, also of bronze, In the Church 
of St. John aud St. l'aul, and quite s 
number of plaster and marble in the 
different public buildings, making alto­ 
gether at least fifttH'n or sixteen. Rus­ 
kin and other competent critics have 
declared the statue cf Uolleone to bo 
the best equestrian monument ever 
cast in brouze. 
It was designed and 
cast by Andrea Verrocchio, painter, 
sculptor. Jeweler, engraver, poet and 
musician, a man of infinite genius, 
whose greatest fame lies iii the fact 
that he was the instructor of tile great­ 
est artists of all centuries Michael 
Angelo, Raphael and Leonardo da Vin­ 
ci. The statue of Victor Emmanuel is 
not so highly thought of. 
The horses on the top of St. Mark’s 
are famous and have had a trying e x ­ 
perience. They date back to the pre­ 
historic age and lire supposed to be the 
work of a Greek artist named Lyssip- 
pus and designed for a sculptured char­ 
iot. They were taken to Home during 
the empire and first used as ornaments 
upon a triumphal arch erected by Nero 
ami afterward by Trajan. 
The Em­ 
peror ('onstautine took them from 
Rome to Constantinople, where tho 
Doge Dnndolo seized them as loot aud 
brought them to Venice. When Napo­ 
leon entered the city in 1707, he had 
them taken down from the roof of the 
cathedral and shipp'd them in wagons 
over the Alps to I’a ria. They served 
as ornaments upon the triumphal arch 
iu the {'lace du Carrousel till IHI,', 
when Emperor Francis I. of Austria 
redeemed them, aud they were replac­ 
ed, at Ills expense, where they uow 
stand. 
These ponderous animals are 
of pure copper, and each weighs about 
two tons. They were formerly gilded, 
but the gold has been worn off by the 
weather, and the verdigris which bus 
accumulated upon the copper give* i 
them ii rich green tin t—William K. Cur 
tis in Chicago Herald.

surfaces, but also of the organs which 
secrete the digestive fluids. 
Its ulti­ 
mate effect is to weaken and deaden 
these organs by repeated stimulation 
to abnormal action. It also Impairs or 
destroys the nerves of taste In the 
mouth, together with the gastric or 
other nerves which aid in the process 
sr digestion. 
When these are weakened by iitlmn 
lants, the functions themselves are nee 
essarily impaired, and confirmed dys 
pepsla, with its attendant train of bad 
symptom*, brings op the rear.

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Onions may be readily transplanted 
if growing loo thick.

Young Washington himself was through his school days at bi 
and, though a bookish boy, was also a stroller over M anhattan Island with a 
keen ova for what was going on and a w istful gaze afb r the sails that lilied 
away for lands remote. 
“The History of New York From the Beginning of the World to the End 
of the Dutch Dynasty.” with its accounts of the unutterable proceedings of 
W alter the Doubter, the disastrous projects of William the Testy and the 
chivalric achievements of Peter the Headstrong, came very near being what 
the author asserted, “the only authentic history of the times that ever hath 
been or ever will be written.” lf history Is a reproduction of life, as well as 
a record of events, no better representation cf a former age to illustrate aud 
ridicule the ongoings of a later one will likely bo made by any successor of 
Dietrich Knickerbocker. For example: 
"Such was the happy reign of Wouter Van Twiller. celebrated in many a 
long forgotten song as the real golden age, the rest being nothing but counter­ 
feit, copper washed coin. In that delightful period a sweet and holy calm 
reigned over the whole province. The burgomaster smoked his pipe in peace. 
The substantial solace of bis domestic cares, after ber daily toils were done, 
sat soberly at the door with lier arm s crossed over her apron of snowy white 
without being insulted by ribald street walkers or vagabond boys, those un­ 
lucky urchins who do so infest our streets, displaying under the roses of youth 
the thorns and briers of iniquity. Then it was that the lover with ten breeches 
aud damsel with petticoats half a score Indulged in all the endearm ents'of 
virtuous love without fear and without reproach. Happy would it have been 
for New Amsterdam could it always have existed in this state of blissful 
ignorance aud lovely simplicity; but, alas, the days of childhood are too sweet 
to last.” 
“The Sketch-Book of Geoff cry Crayon, Gent,” is what its title implies, a col­ 
lection of short suggestive outlines of narration and incident struck off with 
the fidelity to nature aud certainty of touch which belong to an accomplished 
artist. A few masterly strokes reveal much more than themselves and Intl-- 
mate possibilities far beyond tin* limited range which the author allowed him­ 
self. For example, everybody knows how Kip Van Winkle has been expanded 
by tile dramatization to which Joseph Jefferson has given u masterly interpre­ 
tation, and yet it is a dull imagination which has not seen the vagabond Kip, 
his dog and gun and term agant spouse and what was left of these after a 20 
years’ nap as clearly portrayed in suggestive lines of Irving. “He looked 
round for Ins gun, lait in place of the clean, well oiled fowling piece lie found 
an old tirelock lying by him, the barrel incrusted with rust, the lock falling off 
and the stock worm eaten. He shook his head, shouldered the rusty gun and 
turned his steps'homeward. Ile had now entered the skirts of the village. A 
troop of strange children ran at his heels, hooting after him and pointing at 
his gray beard. The dogs, too, not one of which he recognized for an old 
acquaintance, barked at him as he passed. Strange names were over tile 
doors, strange faces at the windows—everything was strange.” This is a 
portrayal to whose realism little can be added by brush or tile living picture. 
It may be superbly represented, but it was all there before tile ordinary read­ 
er. set Iii simple words, but always the right ones in tile right placo. “ It was 
with some difficulty that lie found the way to his 
own house, which he approached with silent awe, 
expecting every moment to hear the shrill voice of 
Dame Van Winkle. 
He found the house gone to 
decay, the roof fallen in, the windows shattered 
and tile doors off the hinges. A half starved dog 
that looked like a wolf was skulking about it. 
Kip called him by name, but tile cur snarled, 
showed his teeth and passed on. 
‘My very dog,’ 
sighed i>oor Rip, ‘has forgotten me!’ ” This seems 
simple and easy to do. The reader thinks that it 
is tile very way he himself should have described 
the old fellow if he had seen him. 
To test the 
matter, let the habit of Franklin be imitated. 
Read the story once more and rew rite it; then 
Irving. 
compare revisions. After this the greater achieve­ 
ment remains of inventing or, if it was an adaptation of a German legend, of 
adapting tile character to the drow sy atmosphere of the Catskills. 
The genius which produced this, tile “Legend of Sleepy Hollow.” and 3b 
other sketches was instantly r**cognized in England. W alter Scott’s quick 
appreciation and generous assistance brought the new author into pleasant 
and profitable relations with tim chief publishers of Loudon, aud after Scott. 
Byron and Murray led there was nothing that did not follow. 
An American 
had found his place in the fraternity of letters and without bating a jot of his 
patriotism or sparing the truth in speaking of English prejudices, established 
himself for five years in the literary metropolis, where he could best do his 
work aud find a market for it. 
Irving, however, was coming to be a cosmopolite. England did not keep 
him too long. By 1S20 he is In Paris hobnobbing with Thomas Moore, follow­ 
ing up the theaters, catching notes of applause from across the channel, then 
going back to win an English triumph on English soil in bis “Braeebridge 
H all.” 
No native could have pictured the life of a country squirt* more to the 
satisfaction of all England. There was much In It with which the author him­ 
self had sympathy, as well as with the people he describes. As if in half apol­ 
ogy to Americans he says. “I can never forget that this is my fatherland, and 
yet the circumstances under which I have viewed it have been by no means 
such as were calculated to produce favorable Impressions.” He then rem arks 
th a t close observation will often change opinions, hastily formed, of a national 
character which shows its rough side first. Special mention is made of the 
reception accorded to the essay fn “The Sketch-Book” on literary feuds be­ 
tween England and America and the “generous sympathy in every English 
bosom toward a solitary individual lifting up his voice in a strange land to 
vindicate the character of his nation.” 
m 
This Indeed is the eminence which Irving occupies, higher than that of 
being our first man of letters in the order of time. Fie was a peacemaker in 
an age of misunderstanding, jealousy and hostility. The IU feeling consequent 
upon two w ars had not wholly subsided. In letters there was independent 
aspiration on one side, complacent superciliousness and sharp censoriousness 0 
on the other. In this very year Sydney Smith contemptuously askod, “Who 
ever reads an American book?” T h ro n e man who was able to reply to the 
taunt could do It in his “English W riters on America.” A few sentences will 
show the large and generous spirit in which this was done. After observing 
that impressions of this country had been gained from the worst kind of 
travelers he remarks that the prosperity founded upon political liberty and 
the general diffusion of knowledge cannot be overlooked; that it is of more 
consequence to England than to us that justice be done aud resentment allay­ 
ed; that, “possessing the fountain head whence th* literature of the language 
flows, it la in her power to make it the medium of amiable and magnanimous 
feeling, a stream where the two nations might meet together and drink in 
peace and kindness.” And to Americans he said: “Let it be the pride of our 
writers, discarding all feelings of irritation, and disdaining to retaliate the 
illiberality of British authors, to speak of the English nation without preju­ 
dice and with determined candor. While they rebuke the Indiscriminating 
bigotry with which some of our countrymen admire and im itate everything 
English because it is English, let them frankly point out w hat is really worthy 
of approbation.” The entire essay shows Irving in the character of a broaif 
minded, fearless daysman between the two countries in a sphere more impor­ 
tant than diplomacy. “The mere contests of the sword.” he says, “are tem­ 
porary, but the slanders of the pen pierce to the heart. They rankle longest in 
the noblest spirit; they dwell ever present in the mind. Trace hostilities to 
their cause and they will be found to originate In the misc hievous effusions of 
mercenary w riters who concoct and circulate the venom that Is to inflame the 
generous and the brave.” 
Of Irving’s later and more pretentious labors a corresponding amount 
might be said. They were the result of a wish, th at came with advancing 
rears, to do more moaujneotal work. After the “Tales of a Traveller'; had

With the last volume of this he 
may be said to have ended Iii?- days at the Sunnyside re te st* on the banks of 
the river he loved and whose borders he laid ]>eopled with legendary beings 
recalled from the shadowy and dream y years of the obi Dutch dynasty.

I ecatiso they are, iii effect, 
coercing tho political action of em­ 
ployes. but would it not also be co­ 
ercing their political action to toil 
them that they should not contribute 
and that 
they 
must take no part 
whatever in a campaign? 
For my­ 
self. I have in years 
past 
always 
given a modest contribution for po­ 
litical purnoses. and I shall not cease 
to do so in the* future because I hold 
office: but I do not intend to give any 
more or less on that account, and I 
do .not want my example to be con­ 
strued as nu intimation to any em­ 
ploye of tins office that he Is to giv-* 
or not to give, or that he is not as 
free forgive to the Democratic fund 
as he is te the Republican fund, or 
that he mn\ not as freely give to the 
faction opposed to me in my own 
party as to the faction not opposed 
to me, if he so desires. 


Voluntary Contributions All Right. 


’As to campaign contributions, it 
seems to me that the purpose of the 
law is to *ee that they are really vol­ 
untary and not actually or impliedly 
coerced 
and as to political action 
and activity, it seems to me the pur­ 
pose of the law Is that a man should 
be free to do what he likes in office 
us well as out of It, with th** lim ita­ 
tion that It must not interfere with 
his official duties nor in any other 
way bring : caudal upon or impair the 
efficiency of the brunch of the service 
to^which he belongs. 
In th** latt«r 
particular any attack made upon that 
service, or upon the adm inistration 
of which it would form a part, would 
necessarily he in derogation of sound 
discipline, 
We who art* strong be­

ridicule the ongoings of a later one will likely be made by any successor of 
Dietrich Knickerbocker. For example: 
"Such was the happy reign of Wouter Yan Twiner, celebrated in many a 
long forgotten song as the real golden age. the rest being nothing but counter­ 
feit. copper washed coin. In that delightful period a sweet ami holy calm 
reigned over the whole province. The burgomaster smoked bis pipe in peace. 
The substantial solace of his domestic cares, after her daily toils were done. 
sat soberly tit the door with lier arms crossed over her apron of snowy white 
without being insulted by ribald street walkers or vagabond boys, those un­ 
lucky urchins who do so infest our streets, displaying under the roses of youth 
the thorns and briers of iniquity. Then it was that the lover with ten breeches 
and damsel with petticoats half a score indulged in all the endearments'of 
virtuous love without fear and without reproach. Happy would it have I men 
for New Amsterdam could it always have existed in tills state of blissful 
ignorance aud lovely simplicity; but. alas, the days of childhood are too sweet 
to last.” 
“The Sketch-Book of Geoff cry Crayon, Gent.” is what its title implies, a col­ 
lection of short, suggestive outlines of narration and incident struck otf with 
the fidelity to nature and certainty of touch which belong to an accomplished 
artist. A few masterly strokes reveal much more than themselves aud inti­ 
mate possibilities far beyond the Ignited range which the author allowed him­ 
self. For example, everybody knows how Hip Yan Winkle has been expanded 
by the dramatization to wk ii Ii Joseph Jefferson has given u masterly interpre­ 
tation. and yet it is a dull imagination which has not seen the va ga I loud Hip, 
his dog and gun and termagant spouse and what was left of these after a ‘JO 
years’ nap as clearly portrayed in suggestive lines of Irving. “He looked 
round for Ins gun. but In place of the clean, well oiled fowling piece lie found 
an old firelock lying by him, the barrel incrusted with rust, the lock falling off 
ami the stock worm eaten. He shook his head, shouldered the rusty gun and 
turned his steps'homeward. Ile hail now entered the skirts of the village. A 
troop of strange children ran at his heels, hooting after him and pointing at 
his gray beard. The dogs, too, not one of which he recognized for an old 
acquaintance, barked at him as he passed. Strange names were over the 
doors, strange faces at the windows—everything was strange." This is a 
portrayal to whose realism little can be added by brush or the living picture. 
It may be superbly represented, but it was all there before the ordinary read­ 
er. set I i i simple words, but always the right ones in the right piano. “It was 
with some difficulty that lie found the way to his 
own house, which he approached with silent awe, 
expecting every moment to hear tin* shrill voice of 
Dame Van Winkle. 
He found the house gone to 
decay, the roof fallen in, the windows shattered 
and tile doors off the hinges. A half starved dog 
that looked like a wolf was skulking about it. 
Hip called him by name, lait tile cur snarled, 
showed his teeth and passel o>». 
‘My very dog,’ 
sighed poor Rip, ‘has forgotten me!’ " This seems 
simple and easy to do. The reader flunks that it 
is the very way he himself should have described 
the old fellow if he had seen bim. 
To test the 
matter, let the habit of Franklin be imitated. 
Head the story once more and rewrite it; then 
Irving. 
compare revisions. After this the greater achieve­ 
ment remains of inventing or. if it was an adaptation of a German legend, of 
adapting the character to the drowsy atmosphere of the Catskills. 
The gen Ufa which produced this, the “Legend of Sleepy Hollow,” and flu 
other sketches was instantly recognized in England. Walter Scott’s quick 
appreciation and generous 
assistance brought the new author into pleasant 
and profitable relations with tho chief publishers of London, aud after Scott, 
Byron and Murray led there was nothing that did not follow. An American 
had found his place in the fraternity of letters and without bating a jot of hi* 
patriotism or sparing the truth in speaking of English prejudices, established 
himself for live years in the literary metropolis, where he could best do his 
work aud find a market for it. 
Irving, however, was coining to be a cosmopolite. England did not keep 
him too long. By 1S20 he is in Baris hobnobbing with Thomas M oore, follow­ 
ing up the theaters, catching notes of applause from across the channel, then 
going back to win an English triumph on English soil in his “Braeebridge 
Hall.” 
No native could have pictured the life of a country squire more to the 
satisfaction of all England. There was much In It with which tile author him­ 
self had sympathy, as well as with the people he describes. As lf in half apol­ 
ogy to Americans he says. “I can never forget that this is my fatherland, and 
yet the circumstances under which I have viewed it have been by no means 
such as were calculated to produce favorable Impressions.” He then remarks 
that close observation will often change opinions, hastily formed, of a national 
character which shows Its rough side first. Special mention is made of the 
reception accorded to the essay tn “The Sketch-Book” on literary feuds be­ 
tween England and America and the “generous sympathy in every English 
bosom toward a solitary individual lifting up his voice In a strange land to 
vindicate the character of his nation.” 
# 
This indeed is the eminence which Irving occupies, higher than that of 
being our first man of letters in the order of time. He was a peacemaker in 
an age of misunderstanding, jealousy and hostility. The ill feeling consequent 
upon two wars had not wholly subsided. In letters there was Independent 
aspiration on one side, complacent superciliousness and sharp censoriousness , 
•n the other. In this very year Sydney Smith contemptuously asked, “Who 
ever reads an American book?” Tbq, one man who was able to reply to the 
taunt could do It in his “English Writers on America.” A few sentences will 
show the large and generous spirit in which this was done. After observing 
that impressions of this country had been gained from the worst kind of 
travelers he remarks that the prosperity founded upon political liberty and 
the general diffusion of knowledge cannot be overlooked; that it is of more 
consequence to England than to us that justice be done aud resentment allay­ 
ed; that, “possessing the fountain head whence tbs literature of the language 
flows, it is in her power to make it the medium of amiable and magnanimous 
feeling, a stream where the two nations might meet together and drink in 
peace and kindness.” And to Americans he said: “Let it be the pride of our 
writers, discarding all feelings of irritation, and disdaining to retaliate the 
illiberaiity of British authors, to speak of the English nation without preju­ 
dice and with determined candor. While they rebuke the indiscriminating 
bigotry with which some of our countrymen admire and imitate everything 
English because it is English, let them frankly point out what is really worthy 
of approbation.” The entire essay shows Irving in the character of a brott if 
minded, fearless daysman between the two countries in a sphere more impor­ 
tant than diplomacy. “The mere contests of the sword.” he says, “are tem­ 
porary, but the slanders of the pen pierce to the heart. They rankle longest ic 
the noblest spirit; they dwell ever present in the mind. Trace hostilities to 
their cause and they will be found to originate in the mischievous effusions of 
mercenary writers who concoct and circulate the venom that Is to Inflame Hie 
generous and the brave.” 
Of Irving's later and more pretentious labor* a corresponding amount 
might be said. They were the result of a wish, that came with advancing 
fears, to do more monumental work*. After the I ales of a Iraveller^ had 


neon thrown off as in ins opinion tho climax et ii,- lighter diversions, for 
writing was no task When the mood seized him. lie then entered upon the most 
prolific period of Ills en reel at the age of bi. The yoni Ib-’d found him lit Mad­ 
rid to begin his “ Life o f Columbus.” This oecupiod two pleasant years aud 
was succeeded by the “Companions” and this by tin* “Conquest of Granada” 
and "The Alhambra” before I Kill, when he returned to America after a 17 
years' residence iii Europe. These larger achievements brought him academie 
honors from Oxford and tin* medal of the Lox il\Soeiet> of Literature, with 
no end of applause abroad and at home. Then. after ten years of light writing 
about this aud that, tours, rocollectinits. legends and biographies, entile the 
“crowning honor of his life” in the mission to Spain, t" be signalized by Ins 
crowning work, the "Lite of Washington." With the hist volume of this he 
may be said to have ended his days ut the Sunnyside retest* on the banks of 
the river he loved and whose borders lie had peopled with legendary beluga 
recalled from the shadowy and dreamy years of the obi Dutch dynasty.

The visitation of the flood in Wells­ 
ville resulted, not only in the lo3s of 
thousands of dollars to property own­ 
ers, but rendered, for the time being, 
dozens of families homeless. 
Tho 
lowland districts of the city 
were completely submerged and con­ 
sequently the entire city 
was 
sur­ 
rounded by water. 
But few 
people 
living in the east and west ends of 
the city escaped the discomfiture of 
moving. The residents of Coal, Wood, 
Commerce and adjoining streets were 
also victims of the merciless 
water. 
Not until 3 o’clock Saturday afternoon 
did the people of these districts be­ 
come alarmed. 
At that time water 
commenced pouring out of the storm 
sewers and in a period of three hours 
indications pointed strongly to a flood 
surpassing the historical disaster 
of 
1884. 
Skiffs, rafts, johnboats and 
small 
barges were used to a great advantage 
in the moving of household 
effects. 
Many did not move from their houses.

Arriving at another city, 
he pays a sum of money and is allowed 
t o -draw another tablet from the well, 
throwing In bis own l/y way of ex­ 
change. On tho return Journey lie is 
supposed to eat only bran and travel at 
to]) speed day and night. Sometimes in* 
passes through districts as greatly in 
need of rain as bis own. T hen 1 lie peo­ 
ple in these placet wnylny blin and, 
temporarily borrowing bls tablet, get 
th** rain fhtimded for another place. 
Prayer* are usually made in the fifth 
and sixth months, when the rainfall is 
alw ays due, and a limit of ten days is 
set for their effective Operation. Under 
such conditions rain usually falls dur­ 
ing th** prescribed time. 
W hen th** 
prayers are in progress, the umbrella, 
among other objects, comes under th** 
ban. I ii some provinces foreigners have 
been mobbed for carrying this harm ­ 
less article ut that time.—New York 
Commercial Ail vert iscr.

land authors. Young W ashington himself w as through his school days at bi 
and, though a bookish boy, w as also a stroller over .Manhattan Island with a 
keen eye for what was going < a aud a w istful gaze afb r the sails that hilt .I 
aw ay for lands remote. 
“The History of Now y ork From tile Beginning of the World to the End 
of the Dutch Dynasty.'’ with its accounts of the unutterable proceedings of 
Walter the Doubter, the disastrous projects of William the Testy and the 
chivalric achievements (if Peter the Headstrong, came very near being what 
the author asserted, “the only authentic history of the times that ever hath 
been or ever will be written." lf history La a reproduction of lib', a- well as 
a record of events, no better representation cf a former age to illustrate and 
ridicule the ongoings of a later one will likely bo made by any successor of 
Diedrich Knickerbocker. For example: 
"Such was the happy reign of Wouter Van Twill or, celebrated in many a 
long forgotten song as the real golden age, the rest being nothing but counter­ 
feit, copper washed coin. In that delightful period a sweet and holy calm 
reigned over the whole province. The burgomaster smoked his pipe in peace. 
The substantial solace of his domestic cart's, after her daily' toils were done. 
sat soberly at the door with lier arms Crossett over her apron of snowy White 
without being insulted by ribald street walkers up vagabond boys, those un­ 
lucky urchins w ho do st) Infest our streets, displaying under the roses of youth 
the thorns untl briers of iniquity. Then it was that the lover w ith ten breeches 
aud damsel with petticoats half a score indulged in all the endearments ’of 
Virtuous love without fear and without reproach. Happy would it have been 
for New Amsterdam could it always have existed in this state of blissful 
ignorance aud lovely simplicity; but. alas, the days of childhood are too sweet 
to last.” 
“The Sketch-Book of (bofferv Crayon, Gent.” is what its title implies, a col­ 
lection of short, suggestive outlines of narration and incident struck off w ith 
the fidelity to nature aud certainty of touch which belong to an accomplished 
artist. A few masterly strokes reveal much more than them selves and Inti­ 
mate tMissibilitiet? far beyond the 1-fiiitod range which tile author allowed him­ 
self. For example, everybody knows how Kip Van Winkle has been expanded 
by tile dramatization to whit h Joseph Jefferson has given a masterly interpre­ 
tation. and yet it is a dull imagination which has not seen the vagabond Kip, 
his dog and gun ami termagant spouse and w hat was left of these after a JO 
years’ nap as clearly portrayed in suggestive lines of Irving. 
“He looked 
round for his gun, but in place of the clean, well oiled fowling piece he found 
an old firelock lying by him. the barrel incrusted with rust. the lock falling off 
ami the stock worm eaten. H e shook his head, shouldered tile rusty gun and 
turned Ids steps homeward. Ile had now entered the skirts of the village. 
A 
troop of strange children ran at his heels, hooting after him and pointing at 
his gray bturd. The dogs. too. not one of which lie recognised for an old 
acquaintance, harked at him as he parsed. Strange names were over th** 
doors, strange faces at the windows—everything was strange." This is a 
portrayal to whose realism little can lie added by brush or the living picture. 
It may be superbly represented, but it w as all there before th** ordinary read­ 
er, set Iii simple Words, but alw ays the right ones in til*- right placo. "It was 
w ith soirn* difficulty tliut he found the way to his 
own house, which lie approached with silent awe. 
expecting every moment to hear th** shrill voice of 
Dame Van Winkle. 
He found the bouse gone to 
decay, the roof fallen In, th** windows shattered 
ami tin* doors off th** hinges. 
A half starved dog 
that looked like a wolf was skulk!ag about it. 
Hip called him by name, but flit* < ur snarled, 
showed his teeth and passed oil 
‘My very dog,’ 
sighed poor Rip, ‘has forgotten me!’ ” This seem s 
simple and easy to do. The reader thinks that it 
is th** very way he himself should have described 
the old fellow if he had seen him. 
To test th** 
matter, let the habit of Franklin Im* Imitated. 
Bead the story once more ami rewrite it; then 
Irving. 
compare revisions. After this the greater achieve­ 
ment remains of Inventing or, if it was an adaptation o f a German legend, of 
adapting the character to th** drowsy atmosphere of the Catskill*. 
Th** genius which produced this, the "Legend of Sleepy Hollow.” and 90 
other sketches was instantly ic< agnized lu england 
W alter Scott’* quick 
appreciation aud generous 
assistance brought th** new author into pleasant 
ami profitable relations With the chief publishers of Loudon, aud after Scott, 
Byron aud Murray led th* re was nothing that did not follow. 
An American 
bad found his place in the fraternity of letters and without bating a jot of hi* 
patriotism or sparing the truth in stroking of English prejudices, established 
himself for five years in the literary metro} od Is, where he could b***t do his 
work ami find a market for it. 
Irving, however, w as coming to be a cosmopolite. Eugiaml did not keep 
him too long. By 1820 he is In Baris hobnobbing with Thomas Moor**, follow­ 
ing up the theaters, catching notes of applause from across th** channel, then 
going back to win an English triumph on English Moil in hi* "Bracehritlge 
H all.” 
No native could have pictured the life of a country squire more to the 
satisfaction of all England. There was much In It with which tin* author him­ 
self had sympathy, as well as with the people be describes. As if in hub u|»ol- 
©gy to Americana he says. ”1 can never forget that this is my fatherland, and 
yet the circumstances under which I have viewed It have been by no mean* 
such a* ware calculated to produce favorable Impressions,” He then remark* 
that d ose observation will often change opinions, hastily formed, of a national 
character which shows its rough side Brut. Special mention is made of the 
reception accorded to the essay tn “The Sketch-Book” en literary feuds be­ 
tween England and America and the ’’generous sympathy In every English 
bosom toward a solitary individual lifting up his voice lu a strange laud to 
vindicate the character of his nation.” 
0 
This indeed is the eminence which Irving occupies, higher than that of 
being our first man of letter* in the order of time. He was a peacemaker iii 
an age of misunderstanding, jealousy and hostility. The IU feeling consequent 
upon two wars had not wholly subsided. In letter* there was independent 
aspiration on one side, complacent superciliousness ami sharp censorious!!****, 
on the other. In this very year Sydney Smith contemptuously uftk**d, “Who 
ever reads un American book?" Tbq, one man who was able to reply to the 
taunt could do it iu his “English Writers on America.” A few sentence* will 
show the large and generous spirit in which this was done. After o p e n in g 
that impressions of this country had been gallied from the worst Mud of 
travelers he remark* that the prosperity founded tqion political liberty ami 
the general diffusion of knowledge cannot be overlook**]; that it is of more 
consequence to England than to us that justice be done and resentment allay­ 
ed; that, "possessing the fountain head wheuce tbs literature of the language 
flows, it la in her power to make it the medium of amiable and magnanimous 
feeling, a stream where the two nations might meet together and drink in 
peace and kindness.” Aud to Americans he said: "Let It be th** pride of our 
writers, discarding all feelings of irritation, and disdaining to retaliate the 
lllJberality of British authors, to apeak of the English uatiou without preju­ 
dice and with determined candor. While they rebuke the Indiscriminating 
bigotry with which some of our countrymen admire and Imitate everything 
English because it Is English, let them frankly point out what is really worthy 
of approbation.” The entire essay shows Irving in the character of a bruit *f 
minded, fearless daysman l>etweeu the two countries in a sphere more Impor- 
tant than diplomacy, 
"The mere contest* of the sword,” he says, "are tem ­ 
porary. but the slander* of the pen pierce to the heart. They rankle lougo*t in 
the noblest spirit; they dwell ever present In the mind. 
Trace hostilities to 
their cause aud they will Im* found to originate in the mischievous effusion* of 
mercenary writers who concoct aud circulate the veuom that Is to lufiaiue the 
generous and th* brave." 
Of Irving’s later arni more pretentious labors a corresponding amount 
might be said. 
They were th** result of a wish, that came with advancing 
years, to do more roof tun cut nj work, After the "Tales of a Traveller” had
